destroyed by Charlemagne 
In 799. 
The Franks ruled It for a considerable 
period. 
Then It passed to feudal lords 
until the Emperor Frederick III made It 
a part of Austria. 
"This emperor, who was Frederick V 
as archduke of Austria, was the son of 
Ernest, the 'man of iron.' and Cymburga, 
a Polish woman, from whom thellaps- 
burgs are thought to have inherited the 
protruding lower lip which sometimes ber 
come a disfigurement. 
His long and in- 


consequential reign Is recalled chiefly he- 
cause he puzzled lexicographers by leav- 
ing on his books, pottery- and having in- 
scribed on his tomb the Initials: 'A. E. I. 
O. U..' a promissory note of future Aus- 
trian greatness which Frederick did little 
to realize. The most generally accepted 
explanation is that the initials stood for 


the f-atln, 'Austria* Est Imperarl Orbl 
Univerto.' meaning. 'All the earth Is sub- 
ject to Austria.'

to break all records for speed if It Is

weeks. 


To date less than half of the bills 


before the two houses have been acted 
upon. -Almost 2,000 bills have been in- 
troduced and final action tak^n 'on less 
than 000. 


A large part of Senator Wllcox's re- 


construction program remains to be 
icted upon, and these bills probably 
wfll take up .more time than any other 
matters still pending. Senator WIlcox

the state and the fishing 
becomes 


good that the land owners endeavor 
to enjoy all the good flsbnig by them- 
selves, and post their land against 
the public, thus 
preventing 


from fishing in the stream.

are often disappointed, however, in 
the results, as the public can fish In 
the stream without entering on the 
land in many cases, and if the same 
situation exists In your county you 
would be privileged to 
wade 
the 
stream and fish, and thereby 
not 


enter upon the land posted. 
We wish also to add that if 
the 


stream remains posted that no more 
fish will be &ent from the stale hatch- 
eries to stock it. 
Applicants for fry 


must state that the fish will be plant- 
ed in streams open to the public.— 
State Conservation Commission.

ing. 


P.uilding a modern barn at this time 


Is not only a patriotic thing to do, but 
it Is good business. 
Grain nnd cows 


are too valuable to be housed In any 
building that does not keep the former 
from the weather and the raids of rats 
nnd other animals, arid the latter In a 
be.ilthy and productive condition. 


There are more arguments for build- 


ing now than against It, and a careful 
consideration of both will convince 
tho progressive business farmer that 
better

The heavy arches necessary 
to support the roof hnve been provided 
with little more material than Is used 
in the ordinary barn. 


The floor plnn given is for eight 


cows and a like number of horses. 
However, it is an easy matter to make 
this n D)odel dairy barn by facing the 
animals in and putting litter alleys 
acrt gutters on either side. The drive- 
way through the center of the building 
Is of, exceptional value, as it allows 
the owner to drive into the barn with 
feed, eliminating the necessity of car- 
rying it in by hand. 


By the ventilator shown on the roof 


of this structure it will be seen that 
the architect has provided a system 
of ventilation, without which no mod- 
ern baru is complete. 
Fresh air and 


fresh water—plenty of both—are as 
necessary to health and productivity 
of cows as food. A water system car- 
rying water to each stall also saves 
much labor. 


Along either side of the barn are 


windows spaced so that the Interior 
of the stable floor is well lighted and 
will get plenty of sunshine. The lat- 
ter Is a great germ killer and go«s 
far toward making the building sani- 
tary. For this reason many dairymen 
prefer to face the animals in, so that 
the sunshine hits the gutter. It al.so 
has been noticed that cows In a fie'.d 


comes to every farm owner In hav- 
ing his buildings of such a type that 
they will command the admiration of 
his neighbors.

STOP BREAKING LAW 


The State ConBerv*tJon Commis- 


sion have started action lit regard to 
the poJutlon ol the Wisconsin river 
and have sent out the folowing state- 
ment to the pulp and paper mills In 
Wisconsin: 
"After considerable' study .Invol- 
ving visits to the various paper and 
pulp mills, -we have evolved what -we 
believe an ideal method ol preventing 
stream pollution including the re- 
covery of waste products or-by-pro- 
ducts and this aspect of the matter 
is Included In the method advised 
below for,the removal ol woody mat- 
ters from the industrial waste 'dis- (.- 
charge from paper and pulp mills. 
"Investigation has shown that the 


woody suspended matters may be sat- 
isfactorily removed and an accept- 
ance affluent produced, as regards 
this type of suspended matter by com- 
bined metho dconsietlng ot different- 
ial screens and straining thru ropa 
netting. A fairly satisfactory remov- 
al of woody suspended matters is ob- 
tained by treatment in the Save-All 
equipped with an eighty mesh screen, 
whereas the rough woody matters 
are removed by screens of coarser 
mesh. 
Additional treatment, how- 


ever, is necessary to~prodtice an en- 
tirely satisfactory effluent', and this 
result may be accomplished by dis- 
charging the effluent from Save^AJls, 
equipped with eighty mesh screens 
'into a wooden box provided with per- 
forated flooring, on top of which Is 
placed two layers ot rope netting.
